Debra Baucom elected ‘76-77 ASB president 


179 votes cast, 8-vote write-in wins 


Debra Baucom heads the list of 
newly elected Associated Student 
Body (ASB) officers for the 1976-77 
school year. The winners took office 
Tuesday of this week. 

One hundred seventy-nine ballots 
were cast in what former ASB 
president Tom Williams termed 
‘“one of our best elections in several 
years.’” He noted that about 172 
ballots were cast last year and fewer 
were cast the year before. 


Baucom’s only challenge came 
from 15 write-in candidates, none of 
whom garnered more than three 
votes apiece. She walked away with 
139 votes against a total of 19 votes 
for the 15 candidates. 


In what amounted to the only race 
of the election, Allen Scettrini 
defeated Matt Brown for the vice 
presidency by a vote of 106 to 54. 
Brown was running for his second 
term. © 

Gary Brannon and Lucy Stone, 
running unopposed for two ASB 
representative. seats, received 123 

_ and 101 votes respectively. 


Bruce Kootstra, received eight 
write-in votes for Commissioner of 
Cultural. Activities and defeated 
another write-in candidate, Molly 
Aguilar, who received one vote. That 
office was the only one in which no 
candidate petitiions were turned in. 

There were write-in candidates for 
every office and some write-ins were 
listed for several offices. 

Matt Brown received three votes 
for president and was one of 11 


In an effort to find out what the

dent Body organization is and what it 
should be the ASB Commission 
circulated a survey to voters during 
the elections held April 6 and 7. 

According to newly elected ASB 
president Debra Baucom, about 150 
surveys were filled out and returned. 
She said a more indepth survey will 
be distributed later this year. 

Results of the survey were re- 
leased at the Commission’s Tuesday. 
meeting. 


write-in candidates for ASB repre- 
sentative. 

Rick Maloney, another presiden- 
tial write-in candidate, received 
three votes. 

Receiving one vote for every office 
except cultural activities was Steve 
Woodrum. . 

The newly elected commission 
appointed Onofre Contreras as Com- 
missioner of Communications for the 
remainder of the year. 


The survey contained three ques- 
tions, the first of which asked 
students: ‘‘What do you perceive the 
function of the ASBtobe.”’ . 

“Twelve students said the ASB’s 
function was to sponsor activities, 
and seven said it should represent 
students. Two students answered 
‘Beats me.”’ 

Other comments ranged from 
serving the student’s educational, 
financial and cultural needs to doing 
“duty to God, country and school.’

Sun to heat pool, 
save $, energy 


A proposal to heat Hartnell’s pool 
with solar energy got a warm vote of 
approval from trustees Tuesday. 

The plan up tor study involves 
installation of a solar heating system 
that would reduce fuel costs by 
$9,430 a year and provide enough 


; heat to maintain the pool at 80 


degrees with the boilers as a backup 
system. 

Architect Jerome Kasavan, who 
did the preliminary study, predicted 
that the system would pay for itself 
in less than 10 years and cost no 
more than $60,000 total. 

“4 think it’s something that 
Hartnell ought to do,’’ he said. 


‘College President Dr. Gibb Madsen 


agreed, adding that natural gas 
prices will-probably keep rising, and 
switching to solar energy will help 
conservation efforts as well as save 
money. : 

An estimated 10,000-sauare-foot 
array of black plastic panels’ panels 
mounted at an angle on _ the 
gymnasium roof will collect up to 70 
per cent of available heat from the 
sun. The panels last about 10 years. 

According to Kasavan, enough 
sunlight is available to heat the pool 
despite summer fog, because solar 
radiation is most intense during the 
midday hours when overcast is 
minimal. -

drawn about the ASB. 


ASB president Tom Williams, 
after a year of little or no progress, 
seems to have at last discovered that 


‘ maybe his government wasn’t 


headed in the right way after all: He 
is right, as far as we’re concerned. 


It needs saying, so we'll say it. 
Dances, concerts, proms and all 
other attempts made in the past few 
years by ASB members have all 
flopped. That’s no secret. The great 
secret seemed to be the answer to 
the question, ‘‘why?”’ ; 


We'll tell you. There is nothing the 
ASB can do in the way of any concert 
or dance that will ever hold a candle 
to what’s going on in Monterey, San 
Jose, San Francisco, Berkeley or 
even at a good party in Central Park. 


The competition is a bit fierce. 
Nobody wants to hear Salinas bands 


or any of the other groups recently 
imported to this campus when they 
can go to San Francisco or Oakland 


These decisions, this whole idea of 


‘‘representation”’ falls to real elected 
officials. The only decisions the ASB 


and hear the Stones, Rod Stewart, or can make are those relating to 
the Doobie Brothers or whoever they money. 


want. 

And, face it! Who wants to dance 
and party without a chance to chug a 
few beers or do your own thing? 


So the much heralded era of 
‘activities’ is over for student 
governments--at least the kind of 
activities they seem to want to give. 


What they can bring to the campus 
is illustrated by the examples at the 
top of this story. The ASB didn’t 
bring any of those shows, but those 

shows people, in involvement 

And involvement is what Williams 
and the ASB have been crying about 
for the past year. 


Student elections and 
representation can be eliminated as 
far as we’re concerned. After all 
what decisions could the ASB really 
make, even if they were to try? 


If general student consensus was 
that, nude bathing should be allowed 
in the swimming pool, or that the 
College President should be fired, 
could the ASB do anything about it? 
No.

The red tape unwinds as adminis- 
tration and employees work out 
procedures for collective bargaining 
to take effect July 1 under S.B. 160. 

Hartnell President Gibb Madsen 
sen told the Trustees Tuesday that a 
statement of policy for management 
and confidential employees - still 
needs to be formulated. 

Under the law management can- 
not have bargaining rights in the 
same group as subordinates because 
‘“‘it would be the fox watching the 
henhouse,’’ Madsen explained. He 
said he would meet further with 
them to establish an agreement and 
‘not leave them dangling.’’ 


Madsen told the board that not all . 


faculty department chairmen were 
happy at being designated manage- 
ment personnel. They feared they 
would be cut off from communication 
with the rest of the certificated staff 
(represented by the Hartnell Faculty 
Association/CTA/NEA). 

However, Madsen - said 
board’s designation still stands. 

When the new law takes effect, 
manager/employee matters can be 
handled only through the official 
representatives of each bargaining 
unit, and cannot be settled or even 
discussed by individuals on their 
own.

Willits’ secretary Sandy Garcia and 
guest. Commission members wish- 
ing to bring someone must. make 
other arrangements for payment.

Water from the pool will be 
pumped through pipes in the panels, 
warmed and gravity-fed back to the 
pool. A solar sensor ensures that 
water is pumped to the panels only 
when there is enough sun to provide 
a net heat gain to the pool. 

Another heat sensor turns the 
boiler on when pool temperature 
drops too low, and it turns it off when 
the solar panels can keep the 
temperature high enough unaided. 

Instructors have agreed that the 
pool should be maintained at 80 
degrees so that classes can be held in 
comfort. Unless people are swim- 
ming vigorously nonstop, 76 or 
below is too cold to tolerate for long. 
Swimming coach Michael Garibaldi 
prefers a temperature of 80. for 
classes, 76 for competition. 

In other business, the trustees: ” 

--renewed a $5,000 grant from the 
college under the Joint Powers 
agreement to Sunrise House on the 
basis of a brief report by director 
Elgie Bellizio. Sunrise House, which 


has 10 Hartnell volunteer tutors this 
year, offers crisis intervention, coun- 
seling and educational assistance to 
youth on probation. 

--Heard a report from Jennifer 
Franz, director of Project Employ, on 
the findings and goals of that 


organization. Project Employ exists 
to study the needs of the unemploy- 
ed and ‘‘to develop information 
which colleges and universities can 
use to assist unemployed members 
of their districts,’’ according to Ms. 
Franz, and includes seven colleges in 
the greater Monterey Bay area. 

--Agreed to look into methods and 
costs for installing a hardwood floor 
in the handball courts to alleviate 
hazards from excessively hard, fre- 
quently damp concrete. 


trustees agreed to meet and confer 
with the classified staff (non- 
teachers) through the California 
School Employees Association 
(CSEA) on a proposal for a 12 per 
cent wage increase, health- and 
dental benefits for retired employees 
and an improved in-service training 
program. 


According to Peter Wilson, CSEA 
chapter president, the pay raise is 
necessary to offset loss of purchasing 
power to inflation. 


The meeting and conferring can 
continue until June 30, when Senate 
Bill 160 takes effect and authorizes 
collective bargaining. Then classi- 
fied employees will negotiate a 
written contract. 


The Hartnell Faculty Association/ 
California Teachers Association/Na- 
tional Education Association also 
filed for “recognition as exclusive 
representative for collective bargain- 
ing for the certificated (instructional) 
employees of the college. The CTA 
claims a majority of 175 out of 291 


faculty members. 


In other business April 6, trustees: 


--Approved a contract with the 
National Theatre for the Deaf for a 
performance Oct. 21, 1976, to be held 
at the Salinas Community Center if 
available. The members of the 
professional company are mostly 
deaf and use an eloquent combina- 
tion of mime and sign language with 
a backup narration. The company is 
unique in its combination high 
artistic and entertainment standards 
with social commentary. 


--Elected officers for next year. 
They are Francis Paul, president; 
Allen Caldeira, vice president; Gibb 
Madsen, secretary. Paul was also 
elected to represent the Board on 
elections of members to county 
committees.

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Ex ASB president bemoans apathy, 


Former Associated Student Body 
president Tom Williams found re- 
cently that Hartnell’s trustees care_ 
about ASB activities whether stu- 
dents care or not. 

He left the April 6 trustee meeting 
with offers of help to make ASB 
work. Informally, several trustees 
asked the administration to make the” 
community services office and other 
‘““experts’’ on campus available to 
help ASB commissioners. 

Williams. had reported that the 
apathy ridden commission should 
either dissolve or make revisions in 
its purposes and policies for next 
year. 


Williams called this year’s activi- 
ties ‘‘a flop’’ and stated that lack of 
student attendance at ASB spon- 
sored events has crippled the 
budget. 

“Either the students don’t need 
them (activities) or they were a 
flop,’’ Williams concluded. 

He noted that lack of expertise on 
the part of himself and the commis- 
sion at staging dances and other 
events probably contributed to the 
poor turnout by students. 

He proposed the school pay an 
experienced person to organize 
dances, concerts and other activities. 
The results could be evaluated after 
a year. 

Another purpose of the ASB, 
besides sponsoring activities, is to 
provide representation for the stu- 
dents on 16 college advisory commit- 
tees. Of the 16 seats available, only 
13 are filled. 

“1 think we’ll probably see more of 
a swing away from activities to 
getting students involved in campus 
decisions, Williams said. 

The whole college community, not 
just the students, should face the 
ASB problem of apathy, he added. 
The administration has a responsibil- 
ity to inform students of positions 
available and to publicize business of 
interest at upcoming trustee meet- 
ings. 

If the ASB still does not seem 


finds support from college trustees 


viable to next year’s officers, Wil- 
liams said the last resort is to impose 
a moratorium on ASB spending and 
to dissolve the ASB Commission 
until students want it back and will 
support it. 

Trustees indicated that they would 
rather not see the ASB abolished. 


Williams replied that he and other 
Hartnell student had recently at- 
tended the California Community 
Colleges Student Government Asso- 
ciation Conference. Most colleges 
had similar problems, though size of 
their budgets, source of funding and 
types of ASB activities varied 
widely. Only very small colleges 
appeared to have widespread stu- 
dent involvement. 

Williams knew of no case where a 
college had actually suspended the 
ASB organization. There was no 


simple solution to dwindling inter- 


est: ‘‘I don’t know the answer,’’ he 
said. ‘‘If | did, it would be done.’’ 


Trustee James Schwefel thought 
that learning how to organize 
activities should be part of the value 
of ASB and suggested that the 
community services office and other 
on-campus experts might be con- 
sulted. 

Dean of Students Dr. Victor Willits 
‘mentioned that the Assistant Dean of 
Students at Monterey Peninsula 
College took over programming use 
of the: student center because 
student’s weren’t interested. 

Now after three years of successful 
concerts and other programs, the 
ASB wants to get back ‘into the act 
with their own ideas. 

Willits noted that two basic types 
of student government operated in 
the state. One, like Hartnell’s, is 
largely activity-oriented. The other, 
like San Jose City College’s, omits 
activities and concerns itself more 
with political issues, even off- 
campus affairs. 

Hartnell would have to choose 
which way it intended to go, Willits 
said.
